DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 6-8 10-16, 23-26, 30-35, 37-42, and 44-48 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to independent claims 1 , 44 and 48, the prior art found does not 
specifically teach, "determining a distance between the focus and an object as a radius 
using a co-ordinate system that is rotated and compressed in a direction of movement 
of said focus, where said co-ordinate system is rotated so that it becomes aligned with 
the direction of movement and where determining occurs during the movement of said 
focus;" in combination with all of the other claim limitations. 

All dependent claims are allowably by virtue of their dependence on allowable 
independent claims.
